The various foreign representatives in
the ¢ty showed Keen interest in this
latest move by the United States, and
called at the state department to in-
qulre coneerning it. They were fur-
nishéd coples of the demand, and in
an informal manner expressed thelp
approval of what had beefy done, This
action by the Unlled States was taken
solely on Its own responalbiiity, with-
out consulting other powers as to the
advisablility of the demand,

The use of the word “demand” In
the Amerlean note thoroughly indi-
cites the urgency of the message. In

the teohnleal parlance of diplomacy It
differs from an ultimatum, which
usually fixes a date or sets a time
within which there must be compll-
ance, the lack of compliance during
the stated time belng & ground for
war. While the demand I8 less gpecifie
as to the time of compliance, it none
the less asserts a positive right which
the povernment will enforce, |f the
right be not conceded. Owing to the
difficulties of communication with Ve.
kin, it Is expected that some days
must elapse before an answer can be
recelved, and there ls a disposition o
grant nll reasonable time for this
transmission,
Situation at Shanghai,

Late in the Jday the state department
recelved an important dispatch from
Consul General Goodnow at Shanghal,
announcing the landing of British
troops at that point. The consul gen-
ernl did not state that he had pro-
tested against this action and the state
department judged from this that no
protest would have been made by him
in the absence of Instructions. He
stated, however, that the merchants of
the city strongly disapproved of the
Innding of the Hritish troops, fearing
that it would incite the antl-foreign
Chinese to hostilitlees. The govern.
ment at Washington has taken no ne-

tlon in the nuture of a protest, and It |

Is stated oMeially that no such action
would be taken, On the
United States governmment recognizes
the rlght of any power te protect s
citizens or thelr interests when they
are supposed to be in jeopardy. As In-
dicative of this paliey, it Is stnted in
the highest official quarters that If the
United Rtates eltizens nt Amoy, China,
were reported to be in danger this gove
cerment would mailntain its right to
promptly send an armed force for their
protection.  This right of protection
cliimed by the TTnited States {= con-
ceded to be open to all powera allke.
